A year ago the Nafzigers made 
a pet of a horned lark which was 
brought to their home with a 
broken wing by a hunter. It re¬ 
covered sufficiently to hop around 
the home and was as much a pet 
as are tame budgies. The couple 
kept it last winter hut one day the 
bird lay dead. It had grown fat 
from table scraps and Andy feels 
their generosity with food may 
have been its undoing.

Most people in the southern half 
of our province are familiar with 
the people dressed in black. To 
some urban dwellers they mean 
fresh farm produce sold from door 
to door. 

To others, they are symbolic of 
farming itself. But to the majority 
of people who are not concerned 
directly with agriculture, they are 
just another somewhat unorthodox 
group. 

However, to the rural Albertan 
who may have from one to six 
Hutterite colonies within his own 
county, they constitute a problem 
worthy of considerable thought. 

The Hutterites, an ethnic group, 
deriving their living solely from 
agriculture, live in much the same 
manner and by the same standards 
as their founder, Jacob Hutter, laid 
out for them nearly four-and-a- 
half centuries ago. 

They have practised their com¬ 
munal living through the centuries 
in many countries. But each time 
they were eventually rejected — 
and ejected because their beliefs 
would not allow f’em to become 
part of the current society. As well, 
there was the pressure their conj- 
munal living brought to bear on 
the individual farmer. 

This may seem, and has often

TEST FERTILIZER FIRST 

Farmers are advised to check all 
new fertilizer types and formula¬ 
tions before using them in large 
quantities. 

Although fertilizers are contin¬ 
ually being tested by research sta¬ 
tions and must be registered for 
sale under the Fertilizers Act, 
there is no guarantee they have 
been tested under Alberta condi¬ 
tions. 

According to A. W. Goettel, As¬ 
sistant Supervisor of Soils and 
Weed Control with the Alberta De¬ 
partment of Agriculture, research 
work has shown that the common 
granular fertilizer formulations 
now on the market are providing 
the necessary plant food. However, 
fertilizers with certain additives, 
claimed to prevent loss by leach¬ 
ing, have not been proved under 
Alberta conditions. The application 
of plant food to cereal crops leaves 
has shown some response but is 
not economical in this province. 

Mr. Goettel advises farmers to 
check the results of new fertilizers 
with their Disirict Agriculturists, 
nearest Experimental Farm, the 
University of Alberta’s Soils De¬ 
partment or the Field Crops 
Branch of the Department of Ag¬ 
riculture. Fertilizer returns, he 
says must be greater than their 
cost for profitable results. Some¬ 
times another type of fertilizer 
I han th e o iw» hemg used wtt j>w 
the same response at a lower cost 
per acre.

been called prejudice, either on a 
racial, religious or just minority 
group basis. 

The fact that efforts to bring 
these people into our basic econo¬ 
mic and social system have often 
been branded as prejudicial, or con¬ 
trary to basic human rights, has 
served the furtherance of their 
way of life more than it has accom¬ 
plished in regard to their assimilat¬ 
ion into ours. 

Many people refer to the Negro 
problem in the United States, and 
other minority, religious or ethnic 
gfoup problems everywhere, as 
being the same as our “Hutterite 
Problem.” 

But there is one basic difference. 

In the case of the Southern Ne¬ 
gro, and most groups, they want 
the same rights and privileges as 
other men. They want to be taken 
into society for what it offers, 
whether it be better or worse. 

In the case of the "Hutterian 
Brethren” however, we have a 
group of people who for four-and- 
a-half centuries have resisted all 
efforts to “be as other men,” who 
after living in our province for 
almost 50 years, refer to their 
neighbors as living in the "outside 
world.” 

Slave parallel 

I have heard the parallel drawn 
between our present situation in 
Alberta and that of the pre-Civil 
war days in the Southern States. 

In those times, a plantation- 
owner who had slaves was 
generally a wealthy man. In the 
majority of cases, he treated his 
slaves well, fed them well, cared 
for them throughout their lives. 
For only in this way could he be 
assured of getting the most from 
them. 

However history tells us that a 
white farmer at that time who 
could not afford slaves was worse 
off than a slave by far: he did not 
even have the security of slavery. 

It was his lot to toil in the fields 
from sun-up to sun-down to com¬ 
pete with his produce against the 
plantation and slave system. If he 
could not produce enough on his 
small holdings to keep his family, 
and consequently had to get a job, 
he would have to compete at the 
equivalent of a slave’s maintenance 
or less. 

Abraham Lincoln of this situat¬ 
ion. said: "Our two societies can¬ 
not exist together, we must be 
either all slave or all free.” And so 
the Civil War was fought with 
the ensuing abolition of slavery. 


Why ? 

In comparing the “Hutterian 
Brethren” with this situation, we 
must look at two obvious reasons 
for their members’ staying with 
colony life: 

Education: While their schools 
must fulfil the provincial mini¬ 
mum education standard of a child 
attending school until he reaches 
grade eight or the age of 15, 
whichever comes first, this does 
not tell the whole story. 

Within colonies, no stress is put 
on academic achievement, and I 
quote now from the province of 
Alberta's “Report of the Hutterite 
Investigation Committee,” 1958, 
"Both before and after public 
school hours, children receive in- 
structon from a German teacher 
in the German language, the scrip¬ 
tures and the Hutterian doctrine. 
Counter-indoctrination by the 
colony minister, the German 
teacher and parents further retard 
the work of the day school." 

The report also mentions that in 
Hutterite schools 75.73 per cent of 
the pupils are retarded in regard 
to school grade. To summarize, we 
find the bulk of colony members 
not attaining an educational stan¬ 
dard above the grade four or five 
level. 

Purchasing Power: The in¬ 
dividual in the colony is paid no 
wages. His share in the operation 
is something he cannot take with 
him should he decide to leave. 

In order to retain security he 
must stay in the colony, which will 
virtually look after him from the 
cradle to the grave. 

Thus we have the individual 
staying with colonies because: 1. 
Indoctrination to this way of life 
in the formative years; 2. an edu¬ 
cation system geared to keeping 
him in a position where it would 
be difficult to compete in a modern 
society; and 3. no purchasing 
power placed in the hands of the 
individual colony member. 

Now the problem comparable to 
the one Lincoln saw: 

On the one hand we have a so¬ 
ciety almost self-sufficient. Spend¬ 
ing. is confined to only basic agri¬ 
cultural operating expense. They 
possess great reserves of cheap 
manpower, coupled with the latest 
technological advances in the ag¬ 
ricultural field. 

Along with this, they have the 
additional aid of complete exemp¬ 
tion from the Estate Tax Act 
(due to their incorporaton into the 
Hutterian Church). And until re- 


centy, while not excluded from the 
Income Tax Act, for all practical 
purposes they could be considered 
tax-free. 

This leaves them in the enviable 
position of being able to funnef 
all their considerable income into 
new colony expansion. 

Free men ? 

On the other hand, we have Un¬ 
conventional free enterpriser, the 
rancher, the farmer, striving to 
improve his standard of living 
above a subsistence level. 

He had no manpower reserves 
save his own or what he may hire. 
He has no credit other than regular 
business channels with the result¬ 
ing interest payments. He is sub¬ 
ject to estate tax at the takeover 
of every generation. He is constant¬ 
ly subject to the full force of the 
Income Tax Act. 

He is trying to maintain what he 
can of his rural culture and busi¬ 
ness facilities by way of supporting 
his local merchants, co-op seed 
cleaning plants, churches, clubs, 
and so on, and in so doing enabling 
other families to live also. 

It is not difficult to project to 
the future 50 or 60 years hence, 
and seeing this communal system, 
if allowed to expand uninterrupted, 
as being an almost exclusive ag¬ 
ricultural monopoly in this pro¬ 
vince. The problems arising from 
this may well dwarf the ones of 
today. 

With a short-circuiting of local 
merchants, and direct wholesale 
buying, along with a dwindling 
conventional farming population, 
rural business centres could be re¬ 
duced to simply grain-buying 
agencies and post offices. 

Monopoly ? 

With a large area of our culti¬ 
vated lands in the hands of one 
organization, the segment of the 
tourist industry that depends on 
the hunting of migratory birds and 
upland game could be affected. 

Market control over basic com¬ 
modities could take place, to the 
disadvantage of the consumer. The 
end result of a monopoly over a 
basic product is always disasterous. 

Must we sit back while our 
governments sweep an issue of 
these dimensions under the rug? 

Must we let every community 
in our land be subjected to the 
emotional storm that land sales tt* 
the "System" create? 

Or will we do something now be¬ 
fore this “Test Tube” problem of 
today becomes the “Frankenstein” 
of tomorrow?
